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1. (C) SECURITY COUNCIL IN CONSTERNATION OVER UN AMIR : 
USUN DEPUTY PERMREP WALKER TOLD THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
THAT IF A DECISION ON RWANDA WERE FORCED TODAY, THE U.S. 
WOULD HAVE TO SUPPORT TOTAL WITHDRAWAL. OUT OF THE 
ENSUING CONSTERNATION A BRITISH SUGGESTION EMERGED: 
SUSPEND UN AMIR, BUT ALLOW A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 
SECRETARY GENERAL, WITH SOME MILITARY ADVISERS, TO 
CONTINUE IN KIGALI WITH ATTEMPTS AT BRINGING THE PARTIES

2. (C) BUJUMBURA SECURITY SITUATION: 

BURUNDI REMAINED CALM APRIL 15. SEVERAL OFFICIALS TOLD 
EMBASSY BUJUMBURA THAT THE MILITARY IS INCREASINGLY 
COMFORTABLE WITH THE INTERIM PRESIDENT, AND SENIOR 
OFFICIALS ARE SPREADING OUT IN THE INTERIOR TO MAINTAIN 
CALM THROUGHOUT THE COUNTRYSIDE. BUT OFFICIALS REMAIN 
CONCERNED THAT THE RWANDAN TRAGEDY STILL MIGHT SPILL 
OVER INTO BURUNDI AND TELL US THAT A RETURN TO THE 
ARUSHA PROCESS WOULD BE THE BEST MEANS TO PREVENT A 
SPILLOVER. MEANWHILE, EMBASSY BUJUMBURA HAS DRAWN DOWN 
TO MINIMUM STAFFING, HAS REDUCED CLASSIFIED HOLDINGS, 
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AND REMAINS IN CONSTANT CONTACT WITH THE TASK FORCE.
